128. (New) A light redirecting film comprising a thin optically transparent 
substrate having individual optical elements of well defined shape to redistribute light 
passing through the substrate, the optical elements being quite small in relation to a 
width and length of the substrate, at least some of the optical elements having only two 
surfaces, both surfaces of the optical elements intersecting each other to form a ridge 
and both surfaces of the optical elements intersecting the substrate. 
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
